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Editorial Visits. 

Once more our labors call us to the 
eastward. The Silver State we must 
visit. Rapidly, almost from our very 
door in Oakland, the great failroad of 
the continent bears us away, along the 
rich valley of The Bay; through the 
varied central mountain range; over the 
vast interior San Joaquin and Sacra- 
mento plains; up, into, and over the 
high, rugged, snow-capped Sierras; 
then quickly adown the eastern slope 
to stop a day at Truckee. 

Perhaps two thousand people with 

ninety families are here living almost 
wholly dependent upon lumbering busi- 
ness in connection with the railroad. 
The great mountain spurs of the Sier- 
ra, running far down to_the east, be- 
tween two of which this village is lo- 
cated, are covered by noble pines, 
affording immense quantities of good 
lumber. This has. been in great de- 
mand in the building of the railroad 
and the varied improvements connected 
with it along the route. As this is the 
most eastern point at which lumber can 
be manufactured for all the great inte- 
rior region of the continent, the busi- 
ness here has been an extensive and 
very remunerative one. But the rail- 
road is finished, its dépot towns are 
built, and the demand for lumber has 
suddenly fallen off. The result to this 
place is one quite threatening ; yet 
other callsin other directions may arise, 
and business continue to flourish. 

During the year this place has erected 


aneat, pleasant Methodist Church, and 


the society with a good minister seems 
flourishing. They have a large Sunday 
school and quite a fine Order of Good 
Templars. With grand. surrounding 
mountain scenery, good water, healthy 
climate and settled religious society, 
located immediately on the railroad, 
this town would be one most desirable 


for permanent village residence, if it 


were sure of permanent regular busi- 
ness. 

Near forty miles farther down to the 
east on the railroad, in the large open- 
ing of the great mountains, called 
Truckee Meadows, is another town, and 
probably the most important on the 
railroad in western Nevada, called Re- 
no. The valley may be ten miles or 
more in diameter, nearly circular in a 
general description, one-seventh of it 
damp enough for the continual growth 
of wild grass, and the whole capable 
of fine cultivation by irrigation when 
needed. 

The town now becomes the new 
county seat, and has the permanent ad- 
vantage of being the one dépot for all 
north-western Nevada, and at present of 
all Virginia City and Carson region, 
perhaps also to be permanent. Large 
amounts of freighting and other busi- 
ness are here done, while the immense 
water-power of the Truckee River is at 
their disposal for improvement if they 
see fit to use it. The town may have 
twenty-five hundred inhabitants with 
many families. They have a good pub- 
lic school with a worthy teacher, with 
regular Methodist preaching by Rev. 
Mr. Hitcheock. A small Methodist 
class has been. organized, and steps 
have been taken for the organization of 
a Congregational Church. A Methodist 
building is in course of erection, and 
prospects for fair religious society in 
the place are encouraging. One of the 
best, if not the very best hotel in the 
place, called the Golden Eagle, is kept 
on strictly temperance principles, and 
is most worthy of patronage by all 
good people. 

The stage took us frou here to the 
south-east over this remarkable valley, 
then up Steamboat-Spring Creek, 
through romantically gorged-out moun- 
tain hills, and small, irrigated, culti- 
vated flats, out into the beautifully 
farmed Washoe Valley, over a moderate 
divide, some thirty-six miles to Carson 
City, the capital of the State. Its po- 
sition is. really in the great but very 
irregularly outlined Carson River Val- 
ley. Just to the west, within a mile 
and a half, the lofty Sierra Range, ex- 
tending far to the north and south, 
rises abruptly, towering away into the 
clouds, too steep for direct ascent, cap-} 
ped with snow and marked adown the 
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great ravines with winter's drifts; spot- 
ted with great forest pines along the 
whole vast front, gorged by great 
gulches, the result of storm-wearing 
processes for ages; while some miles to 
the south, a lofty spur, leaving the main 
ridge, sweeps back directly toward the 
city, terminating not eighty rods away 
in a bold, barren, time-smothered sum- 
mit—a lofty watch-tower almost over 
the town. Across to the east, in irreg- 
ular stretches, to the north and south, 
stand broken, lofty, isolated and con- 
nected ranges of mountains, high, 
steep, barren, piercing the clouds, with 
ridge beyond ridge, and summit be- 
yond summit, receding far back one 
behind the other into the deep blue 
heavens. 

In the midst of these towering heights 
lies the quief, level Carson Valley, of 
irregular width — sometimes twelve 
miles, sometimes two miles, across. A 
portion near the river is always damp 
and covered with grass; the rest is dry, 
covered with clumps of wild sage. Near 
Carson City, the little stream from the 
Sierras, with the seepage of springs, 
moistens the soil for some miles,which, 
with judicious irrigation, give excellent 
crops to the cultivators of the soil. 

The population is mostly that of set- 
tled families who expect to remain as 
in permanent homes. There are Pres- 
byterian, Methodist, and Episcopalian 
churches with good houses of worship 
in the city. Rev. Mr. Hurd, of San 
Francisco, has lately been called to set- 
tle as pastor of the Presbyterian Church, 
and since his coming the society has 
been remarkably prospering. In all 
the general interests of the best society, 
in temperance, morality, social good 
order, intelligence and a settled com- 
munity Carson City is to be ranked 
evidently as the first city in the State. 

From here an excellent railroad, but 
of very difficult construction, has been 
built during the year, winding among 
hills, through gorges, along precipices, 
in deep cuts, by long tunnels, up a long 
grade to Virginia City. We havespoken 
of this too fully in former visits to need 
more than to say, that in moral and re- 
ligious interests there has been little or 
no change for the last year, except that 
the Presbyterian Church, for long time 
much depressed, has obtained an excel- 
lent pastor, Rev. Mr. Macomber, and 
seems bidding fair to become perma- 
nently prosperous. S. V.

RELIGIOUS NOTES. | 


The Rev. Dr. Keatinge delivered, 
last evening, another of his very inter- 
esting lectures on Rome and the Roman 
Catholic priesthood. He reviewed,with 
a thoroughness of detail which shows 
him to be fully conversant with the 
subject of which he speaks, the sins, 
sophistries, lies and deceit of the Church 
of Rome. He read two most infamous 
confessions—one of a woman who be- 
came, again and again, the victim of 
priestly wiles, and another of a priest, 
which rivals in sickening details the 
worst stories of the Spanish Inquisition. 
He repeated some of the tenets and 
principles of the Church, which allow 
a priest to commit perjury, to falsify his 
oath and to degrade his holy office. He 
also showed the effects of the Jesuitical 
teaching and doctrine on the youth of 
Rome and the people. He explained 
the system of indulgences and penance, 
which make the eating of meat in Lent 
a greater crime than producing an abor- 
tion or killing a heretic. He explained 
how the system of government. has 
made the administration of justice in 
Rome an impossibility unless it is neces-

FREE CHURCHES, ETC. 

Boston has some splendid specimens 
of church architecture, and some very 
poor ones; yet, although there are many, 
her free churches are few and far be- 
tween—some six, only, being known as 
free to all who may cboose to enter. It 
is estimated that only some 60,000 of 
the population of this city attend di- 
vine worship habitually; the reason 
given why the remainder stay away be- 
ing summed up in the fact that it costs 
too much to go to church. This, of 
course, is wrong; yet the expensive 
churches that have been erected the 
last twelve years, have had just this 
effect to drive away the poor from their 
doors. Dr. Lorimer, of the Shawmut- 
avenue Baptist Church, says ‘‘ this kind 
of religion is wrong; it is false; God 
never will bless it; he will blight it.” 
We owe it to humanity and to God that 
we build houses of worship where all 
classes can meet together.. Men whose 
hands are hardened with toil have 
souls, and when they enter a pew-rented 
churclrit is too often the case that no 
seat is offered them; when behind such, 
a lady enters in rich attire, it is aston- 
ishing how many persons rise, how 
many places are offered. No wonder 
that the poverty-stricken crowd not the 
courts of the Lord. Let there be plenty 
of free churches; let ‘‘the gospel be 
preached without money and without 
price,” and let there be less expensive 
church edifices built and more cheap 
ones. The $275 ,000 church—on the 
Back Bay—for instance, and the hum-

Most of them are supported by the 
poorer portion of the population of the 
city, the more wealthy having moved 
to the South End, or out of town.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The excursion train which left this 
city for San Francisco about six weeks 
since returned with the principal por- 
tion of the excursion party on board, 
Saturday evening. It left Albany about 
8 o'clock a.m., Saturday, and reached 
the stopping-place on the Albany road, 
near Dartmouth-street bridge, about 7 
o’clock p.m.

The Newspaper Writer.

In all the conflicts of society, the 
newspaper has been in the advance of 
freedom, of liberal opinions, and of en- 
lightened ideas. So the newspaper 
grew to be the greatest of all that intel- 
lectual machinery by which society is 
improved and advanced, till to-day the 
daily newspaper is the great represent- 
ative idea of intelligent society. Take 
now the newspaper writer as the chief 
figure in the press, compare his power 
of utterance with that of any other voice 
in the republic. Compare the newspa- 
per, for example, with the pulpit. The 
pulpit preacher may be learned, elo- 
quent, powerful, but at most he does 
not address but one or two thousand 
people. The audience is also in a large 
measure permanent. He getsa reputa- 
tion, and strangers goto hear him. In 
this way fame may be his, as in the 
case of Henry Ward Beecher. Person- 
ally‘he may haye a great advantage over

Nor is this all. He can reiterate his 
ideas, illustrated in every possible way, 
to the multitudes of his audience till 
even the hard rock of opposition and 
prejudice is worn away by the constant 
droppings of his reiterated opinions. 
But it is not the magnitude of his 
audience only which insures him influ- 
ence. The newspaper writer is almost 


the only one in any department of liter- |. 


ature to whom experience and observa- 
tion have taught the great lesson of talk- 
ing to common people in a common 
way. He looks around upon his vast 


audience, and how does he find them} 


composed? A few highly educated 
people are among them. Here and 
there a man of learning. But all of 
these are few in comparison with the 
great mass of his readers, who are in- 
telligent, often sharp, sometimes well 
informed, common people. The high- 


flown flowers of rhetoric, the eloquence | . 


of classic learning, the gorgeous drape- 
ry of imagery, may suit a literary work, 

or the oratory of the bar, or the halls of 
Congress, or the preaching of the pul- 
pit, but they won’t do for him at all. 
His audience wants neither the foppery 
of scholastic learning nor the many- 
colored pictures of fancy. They want 
facts, they want information, they want 
opinions founded upon reason, and 
views upon public affairs sustained upon 
the reality of things, and adapted to the 
best interest of the people. He must 
address such an audience not only with 
the information of a man well versed in 
all the leading facts of his age and coun- 
try, but in language which is at once 
terse and vigorous, clear and precise. 
The matter of style, then, becomes im- 
portant. In this respect the newspaper 
writer (taking his average) is in advance 
of all the literary men of the times. 

The newspaper writer, however defi- 
cient he may be on other points, soon 
learns one of the great secrets of popu- 
lar and effective writing, that is, to use 
the tongue of the people, the vernacular 
English. What that is may be: known 
by referring to two or three familiar 


facts of language. 

I have seen, for example, some books 
written for children wholly in words of 
one syllable. What words were they? 
They were all old English or Anglo- 
Saxon words; for all subjects of com- 
mon, familiar understanding will make 
good sense without any Latinized word. 
The language of the people is old En- 
glish, except only such words as are 
technical or ‘modern, because of new 
arts, uses, and occupations. The Latin- 


ized English is classical, sometimes for- 


cible, and often beautiful, but is not 
easily understood by common people. 
Hence it is not the language for a news- 
paper, and we have only to imagine a 
leader in the morning paper, or a local 
description of an accident, to be written 
in the style of Dr. Johnson, or even 
with the magnificent imagery of Burke, 
to see how completely ridiculous it 
would be. ‘A newspaper writer soon 
finds this out, and perhaps to his own 
disgust learns that what would be very 
fine in a college discourse is quite vul- 
gar in a newspaper, —E. D, Mansfeld,

Hartford makes no statement of its 
income, except that it has not sufficient 
to meet current expenses. $120,000 in 
legacies have been recently received.

foundation of lectureships. ° 

Oberlin has now $80,000 in product- 
ive endowment, half of it, however, 
recently added by special effort. It

war has broken out which threatens to 
involve all Europe. The coincidence in 
the conflict of religious ideas and the 
conflict of arms is certainly significant. 
France is pervaded by the spirit of the 
Latin Church. It was the boast of the 
Emperor that he would establish a 
Latin Empire in Mexico. That empire 
was a signal failure; and now Protestest- 
ant congregations are gathered under 
the shadow of the churches which sup- 
portéd the schemes of France for Latin 
ascendency. Prussia is a Protestant 
country. It is the home of free schools 
—of education for the poor, of order, 
economy and a reasonable amount of 
freedom. Both countries are striving 
for territorial aggrandisement. Both 
countries are nearly balanced as to men 
and munitions. ‘The pretext of war on 
the part of France is so frivolous, that 
even an enthusiastic Frenchman must 
laugh at it. Spain wanted a King, and 
finally selected a subject of Prussia— 
not ons of the royal family. Prussia 
did not interfere with this choice. This 
is the gist of the offense. A German 
on the throne of Spain might German- 
ize the latter country, lifting it out of 
its condition of decadence and weak- 
ness up to- the position of one of the 
great powers. Besides, a German 
would have an affinity for the traditions 
of his father-land. Some day the alli- 
ance of Spain with Prussia might be 
closer and more sympathetic than with 
France. These were only remote pos- 
sibilities. The French ruler has sought 
an occasion for war, and a more plausi- 
ble pretext might not be available in a 
long time to comée. War is at hand. 
Two of the greatest powers of the 
earth are in open conflict—as if one of 
the great seals of the Apocalypse must 
be opened to plague the nations after 
the blasphemy of Papal Infallibility. 
The end is not yet. The battle of Sa- 
dowa and the invasion of Mexico were 
the two great disasters of Napoleon’s 
rule. From them he has not fully re- 
covered. Is the crowning disaster close 
at hand? A signal defeat for him ends 
his reign. He has taken his son to the 
front to learn the art of war—to see 
blood. A tiger’s whelps are permitted 
to smell blood early. That is a part of 
their education. The Frenchman fights), 
for glory; but suppose there should be 
no glory above the glory of slaughter 
in this campaign? What if Prussia 
should turn the tide of battle finally 
against the French Emperor, so that in- 
stead of.the Ze Deum, only the Mise- 
rere is heard in the Latin Church? 
The French Emperor has recently writ- 
ten the life of Julius Cesar, and longs 
to emulate this ancient hero, whom he 
has taken for his model, in trampling 
out the nations. There is a Ruler who 
cannot be trampled out—Who taketh 
up the isles as a very little thing. _Na- 
poleon sets Europe ablaze with war. 
But. One greater than he will hush the 
tempest in His own good time, and 
make the wrath of men to praise Him. 


The Home Life of: Dickens. 


Now that the great novelist has de- 
parted, the public read eagerly all the 
particulars of his home life, his habits, 
customs and whatever made up the on- 
goings of his daily living. In the mat- 
ter of years, Dickens died in the very 
prime of life. He had attained the 
fullness of his mental powers, was of a 
robust physique, with a natural consti- 
tution capable of great endurance. He 
was stricken down suddenly when he 
had given to the public no sign of in- 
firmity. People asked, What ailed him? 
Only this; he lived too fast. The whole 
cause of this sudden mortality is. sum- 
med up in this one sentence. : 

Mr. N. 8. Dodge, who was one of the 
United States Commissioners to the 
London Exposition in 1857, and who 
was’ afterwards a guest at Dickens’ 
house, in an article in the Advance de- 
scribes the domestic life and habits of 
the novelist: 

‘¢ At that date the personal habits of 
Dickens were those of the average En- 
glish gentleman. _He-was abstinent 


‘| from. breakfast to half an hour before 


dinner. This was his work time. He 
told me that four hours at his desk and 
four afield—on foot or. on horseback, 
rarely in a carriage—was the rule of his 
working life. He took brandy and 


body drinks in England, sherry with 
his meats, and port at dessert; sat long 
at table; enjoyed his cigar; spent an 
hour perhaps in the drawing-room at 
the conclusion of the evening; and 
then retiring to his study, read, smoked 
and sipped brandy and water till his

“A griend ‘of mine who 
spent a day and might at Gad’s Hill last 
year, a gentléman to whom Dickens 
felt under great obligations and for 
whom he may therefore have émpha- 
sized his hospitality, describes the visit 
as a continued bibulous festivity from 
noon to midnight. There was the cider 
cup on arriving at half-past twelve p.m. ; 
sports in the open air till two, when 
came brandy and water—a long walk 
through the fields till six, when curacoa 
with other liquors was served—dress, 
dinner from 7 till 10 with every variety 
of wines—coffee and cigars, and then 
pure spirits or various compounds of 
spirits till bed-time.

of Mr. Franklin Philp, the Washington 
bookseller, which we find in Appletons’

July 25, 1869:—Went to Charing- 
cross Station at 10:40, met Dickens 
there, (by appointment) accompanied 
Mr. Dickens, his daughter, sister-in- 
law, Miss Stone, (sister of Marcus 
Stone, the artist) J. . Kent, editor of 
the Sun, to Hingham, by rail—gentle- 
men walked up to Gad’s Hill—ladies 
sent on in carriages. On arrival (half- 
past twelve) commenced with ‘*cider 
cup,” which had previously been order- 
ed to be ready for us—delicious, cool- 
ing drink—cider, soda-water, sherry, 
brandy, lemon- el, su “and ice, fla- 
vored with an herb burrage, all 
judiciously mixed.

Charles William Anthony, Robert Lin- 
ing McKee and Lucio Marinus Tewks- 
bury. 

The report of the Committee was 
adopted, and it was ordered that the 
degree be conferred on them on 
Wednesday, July 20th, 
Day.

THE ORIGIN OF THE ‘‘ SIX SERMONS.” 


The allusion by Rev. T. C. Cuyler— 
in his recent address before the Con- 
gregational. Union—to Dr. Lyman 
Beecher and his ‘‘ Six Sermons on In- 
temperance,” tempts me to give you a 
brief account of a chance interview 
with the venerable Doctor, a dozen 
years ago. 

In the summer of 1859 the writer 
had occasion to call upon Dr. Stowe, 
then residing in the old stone mansion 
at Andover. It was mid-afternoon of a 
warm summer’s day, and as I ap- 
proached the house I saw Dr. Beecher 
standing in the open door, apparently 
unconscious of any one’s approach, and 
gazing vacantly out upon the charming 
scenery of the ‘‘sacred hill,” while the 
summer winds played gently with the 
long white locks that fell gracefully 
upon his shoulders. On reaching the 
door, I inquired if Dr. Stowe were at 
home. Dr. Beecher made scarcely a 
reply, still looking out upon the scene 
before him with the blank, unconscious 
gaze of one who saw, and saw not. It 
was at once evident that the old fires of 
that intellectual furnace were burning 
low. But they were not extinguished. 

A lady, hearing my question, stepped 
quickly to the door and invited me in. 
‘*Dr. Stowe had gone out fora few min- 
utes; would return soon; would I be 
seated ?” 

While I was waiting, Dr. Beecher 
came in, and seating himself on the op- 
posite side of the room, with his hands 
upon his cane, passed apparently into 
an unconscious doze. 

With a strong desire to elicit some 
word by which to remember this chance 
meeting with so remarkable a man, I 
ventured to mention to the Doctor my 
use of his ‘* Six Sermons,” in an inci- 
dental way, at a recent temperance 
meeting. | 

Quick as thought, the old gentleman 
opened his eyes, straightened up in his 
chair, and replied with all the anima- 
tion of youth: 

** Yes, I'll tell you about that.” 

He then went on and gave me aclear, 
connected, and somewhat detailed state- 
ment of the origin of those wonderful 
discourses. th 

While on a tour of parish visiting, he 
came one day to the residence of a late- 
ly married couple, in whom he took a 
more than usual interest. On entering 
the house he was met by ‘the’ young 
wife, in whose greeting there was some- 
thing so peculiarly sorrowful that he 
was compelled to ask her what was the 

‘*Oh,” said she, ‘‘ there is matter 
enough.” Then, choking with her 
emotions, she went on to reveal to her 
‘pastor the ‘sad story of her husband’s 
intemperance. He was even then in 
another room, in a condition which 
prevented his seeing the minister. 

The Doctor replied, ‘‘ Is it possible!” 
and after giving her such words of 
counsel and sympathy as the case re- 
quired, he returned to the parsonage 
with a sad heart, reflecting as he went 
—‘* What can I do to save this young 
man from the ruin that threatens him ? 
I will preach a sermon on the subject.” 

Its delivery awakened a deep interest 
in the parish. The subject was not ex- 
hausted. He continued to present. it 
in subsequent discourses, until the six 
sermons were written and delivered. 
All this, with much more of détail, lie 
narrated with the vivacity and ardor of 
his younger years. . 
“you succeed in ‘saving the 
young man?” Tasked. - 


“*€ Oh, no,” he replied, with a tone of 
disappointment, ‘‘ was, too. late. But 
I hope those sermons were the means 


|of saving many other young men.” 


The conversation ended.* Dr. Stowe 
came in. Dr. Beecher relapsed into 
his doze. The ashes dropped, again 
upon those fires, for a moment rekin- 
dled, and the memory of that touching 
incident of his parish labors may never 
again have crossed the. track of his 
earthly thought.—Jniertor.

healthy jobbing trade nearly every de- 
partment, so much so that importers, who are making few 
sales, wonder where the goods, wares and merchandise 
come from, that are being daily shipped inland. It cannot 
be denied but that stocks of staple commodities are fast 

_ dwindling away under this steady drain from the interior, 
extending overland to Salt Lake, Omaha, St, Louis, Ohi- 
cago, Detroit, etc. Our commercial party has returned 
from their trip to Utah, much elated with the future pros- 
pecta of trade in that direction. There is no question but 
that the interior of this Continent will for the future draw 
the bulk of their Tea supplies from the Pacific, and. good 
show for the bulk of their Coffee, Sugar, Rice, etc., to say 
nothing of our domestic staples, Wool, Wine. Hope, ote.. 
which are rapidly increasing in volume. 

The Pacific Mail Co.’s steamer China arrived promptly 
upon schedale time, on the afternoon of the 13th inst., say 
32 days from Hongkong and 21 days from Yokohama, bring- 
ing in all 713 passengers, including 561 Chinese in the steer- 
age. For freight there was more cargo offered than she 
could carry, necessitating her leaving the bulk of the Japan 

Teas designed forsale in this market, substituting there- 
fora large shipment for New York—the latter returning « 
higher freight than the former, as it goes forward en route 
by steamer vis Panama. Following are leading items: 1,000 
mate Sugar, 400 bales Hemp, 1,065 pkgs Tea, 400 cs Oil, 1,410 
bags Rice. 10 pkgs Nutmegs, 26 bags Pepper, and a large 
amount of Uhow Chow from China. 

The cargo en route for New York consists of 1,097 pkgs 
Tea, 190 bales Silk, and 20 pkgs mdse, to go overland; and 
7,814 pkgs Tea, 171 pkgs Silk, and 40 do. mdse, for New York 
via Panama. 

The steamship Continental, from Mexican porte, brought 
up in tredeure $526,205, 610 tons Oarmen Island Salt, 2,200 
Mexican Hides, etc. 

The piratical steamer Forward, which figured in the rob- 
bery of the Guaymas Custom-house, and of a large number 
of Mexican merchants in that place, was pursued by the 
United States steamer Mohican, and destroyed by her 
boats, in the Teacapan Creek, on the 17th of June. There 
can be no doubt that the Forward was a regular pirate, 
flying, in an indirect manner, the flag of a neighboring Re- 
public at peace with Mexico, and committing outrageous 
robberies upon a defenceless community. It is asserted that 
the Forward’s plundering expedition was under the orders 
of Placido Vega, who is trying to get up 4 revolution in 


Mexico; but that does not meliorate the matter, and- 


Commander Low was fully justified in destroying her. It 
is deeply to be regretted that Ensign J. M. Wainwright, 
of the Mohican, and the coxswain of the boat commanded 
by him, were killed in the engagement with the pirate, 
who fired upon them from a masked battery on shore. 
Several others were wounded.

its returns and those for the same period of 1869. 

Grain of tne new crop 1s now coming forward in increased 

‘quantities, chiefly the fruit of purchases inland made some 
ten days since, and at rates above those now prevailing in 
this market. Ten or more vessel® have already been char- 
tered, and several dispatched with Wheat forthe United 

Kingdom. The first vessels chartered obtained rather 

higher freight rates for Liverpool than those now prevail- 

ing. In fact, both Wheat and freights have declined here 
during the current month. Advices from the interior are 
for the most part encouraging as regards the Wheat yield. 

In many favorite grain-growing counties, and so far as ad- 

vised, the farmers are disposed tq place their grain within 

reach of available markets, not ving it inland, as here- 
tofore, out of reach when called for by the exigencies of 
the market. To this end, the Wheat is being carted and 
corded up upon river banks and railroad depots, waiting 
the earliest possible conveyance to tide water. Already 
our farmers begin to appreciate the conveniences of rail- 
road communications inland, bringing near markets that 
were heretofore almost inaccessible, and thus encourag- 
ing the tillage of vast tracts of land that were heretofore 
suffered to remain in their virgin state by reason of dis- 
tance and insurmountable difficulties in the way of trans- 
portation, etc. Our receipts of Oregon Flour are liberal, 

-and are exclusively of the old crop, and as such 
‘much prized by our bakers, who much prefer it 
to the new. At this date our millers find little 
inducement to run; most of their mills are idle, and 
they evince no disposition to purchase Wheat at current 
rates, having no export order for Flourin hand; and so far 
as advised, we know of none of moment that can be exe- 
cuted at present rates. Barley and Oats of the new crop 
are now coming forward in increased gaantities, but in the 
absence of any available export markets now open to us, 
little business is doing, and the market for feed grains is 
very sluggish. Hay is very abundant and cheap. Sran and 
Middlings continue to rule high, owing to their scarcity. 
Oil Cake Meal is lower. Potatoes are in moderate supply. 
Beans continue plenty, and dull of sale. Flax seed is 
lower, now that the new crop has made its appearance. 
We are now receiving free supplies of Oregon Wool, which, 
coming upon a bare market, commands enhanced prices for 
shipment East. We are also receiving supplies of 
Wool from the Sandwich Islands: the Comet, upon her 
iast trip, brought over 68 bales. Heretofore, the Island clip 
has been exported to New York and Boston direct; in fact, 
the bulk of it still continues to go in that direction. Hides 
still continue in light supply. although the Continental, 
from Mexican ports, brought up 2,200; prices remain firm. 
Tallow comes forward more freely, and buyers holding off. 
a decline seems probable. Hogs on foot now command 
high prices, say 8c @ h. Dairy Products are more inquired 
for, resuBing in free purchases of fresh Roll Butter, also 
the same in Brine, to the extent of all outeide lots offering, 
thus adding strength to the general market, and establish- 
ing a slight rise in values. -Cheese is also more called for, 
but, Owing to heavy stocks, prices are unmoved. Eges are 
highcr, owing to diminished receipts. 

Peaches and other seasonable fruits are now coming for- 
ward with a rush, selling at very low prices, rates scarcely 
covering cost and expenses of marketing. Figs are super- 
abundant, and for want of an available market, many tons 
have been thrown into the Bay, thus entailing a heavy loss 
upon the growers. Labor is so high here that many people 
will not take the trouble to dry and preserve their fruits, 
and thus make them available for winter markets. The 
Berry crop has been blighted by the heated term, thus cut- 
ing off the largely promised yield of Blackberries and Rasp- 
berries. 

The exports for the past week bave been as follows: H. 
L. Tiernan, for Victoria, had 140 bbis Flour, 800 mats Rice, 
etc., valued at $18,599. Ajax, for Honolulu, carried 770 bbis 
Flour, 95 ctls Wheat, 225 pkgs Bread, ete., valued at $27,256 ; 
same, for Melbourne, had 25 bxs Pearl Barley, etc., valued 
at $832; same, for Sydney, had 112 bales Shrimp, etc., val- 
ued at $1,511; same, for Auckland, N. Z., 30 pkgs Agricul- 
tural Implements, etc., valued at $1,371. Jane Sprott, for 
Liverpool, carried 22,139 ctls Wheat, 4 cs Wine, valued at 
$43,838. Malay, for Hongkong, carried 85) bbis Flour, 251 
sks Beans, 230,000 feet Lumber, 30 ctis Oats, etc., valued at 
$15,560. B. U. M.8., for Guaymas, had 40,013 feet Lumber, 
30 sks Coffee, etc., valued at $12,960. Angenette, for Maz- 
atian, via Santa Cruz, had' 103,880 f-et Lumber, etc.. valued 
at $8,015.

stock liberal.

RYE—There is more demand; stock light—held at 244c 
b.

HAY—Small cargo sales at $9@14 50: supply very liberal. 

HOP8—The stock is liberal, far in excess of our wants:

HIDES—Our State produces about 10,000 monthly; of 
these about one-half are shipped East. The Continental, 
from Mexico, brought up 2,200. Slaughterers’ stock com- 
mand lic; other kinds, usual selections, l6c for Dry; 1 500 
Mexican sold to dealers at 14% @1l5c; salted, 74s@7Xc. 

LEATHER—The local manufacturing demand is good, 
and prices steady for all kinds. 

WOOL—Our own clip has nearly all heen marketed. 
Shipments East of the spring clip aggregate, by estimate, 
a total of 11,000,000 bs. Oregon is now sending on her sup- 
ply quite freely; the condition is fully equal to that of 
past seasons, with sales at 25@26c for shipment East. Mc- 
Lennan, Whelan & Grisar, of the 8. F. Wool Exchange, 
give in their semi-annual circular the following data: ‘‘ Ro- 
ceived from the North, 19,329 sacks, or 5,605,410 pounds; 
from the South, 20,833 sacks, or 6,874,890 pounds. Total 
receipts, 40,162 sacks, or 12,480,300 pounds—mostly all new 
spring Wool. The average of the sacks, 290 pounds for the 
Northern and 330 for the Southern, may appear exagger- 
ated, but these weights have been ascertained from over 
20,000 sacks weighed by us. The apparent disparity be- 
tween the statements that the Wool is lighter in condition, 
while the sacks are heavier, arises from the fact that in 
former years freight was charged by weight, while at pres- 

ent, in many instances, it is charged by the sack, so that 
the farmer finds it to his advantage to pack the sacks more 
closely. Owing to the fact that the factories in the interior 
have bought a considerable quantity of Wool where it was 
shorn from the sheep, we are unable as yet to give an exact 
estimate of the spring clip of 1830 From figures in our 
possession, we make the followin statement: Spring clip 
of 1870 to June 30, 12,480,300 pourids; spring clip of 1869 en- 
tire, 8,959,300 pounds—making an excess, not including 
Wools yet to come or those bought by local factories, of 
3,520,800 pounds of the spring clip of 1870 over that of 1969, 
There has been exported, so far, by steamer and railroad, 
from January ist to July 3, 1870, a total of 21,950 bales, 
weighing 11,105,218 pounds; same time in 1869, 10,125 bales, 
weighing 4,901,482 pounds. Increase in 1870, 11,825 bales, 
weighing 6,203,736 pounds. As to quality and condition. 
our flock-masters may be proud of their Wools this season 
They are better than eVer before. With the exception of 
some flocks raised on alkali soil, of which the Wool was 
tender, the average has been sound, and of good staple, 
and fully from 10 to 15 per cent. lighter than last year. The 
prices paid range as follows: Choice, clean and light, 20@ 
2144c; Medium, fair, 18@19c; Poor, heavy, 15@16c; Burry 
and Alfileria, 1344@lic.”’
